BIENNIALS bloom the second year from seed, and then die; though many, if 
sown early in the spring, will flower the first year. 


PERENNIALS usually bloom the second year from seed, and continue to grow 
and bloom for many years. Some will also bloom the first year if sown 
early. 


HARDY Annuals, Biennials and Perennials can be sown in the open ground early 
in the spring if desired, and Biennials and Perennials will not require 
any protection in winter. 

HALF HARDY Annuals, Biennials and Perennials cannot be sown in open 
ground until settled warm weather, though they can be sown in the house, 
if desired, early and afterwards transplanted. The two latter need to be 
protected in the winter, or carried over until spring in cold frames or 
greenhouses.

Where a profusion of bloom is desired, Flour Seeds are the most economical 
and can be arranged to fill many requirements, even where the perennials are 
necessary they can be grown from seed, but in most cases the desired effect is two 
years in maturing. Some shrubbery and vines are necessary, and in most cases a 
tree or two. It is common to plant too many trees, too few shrubs and perennials 
and too many annuals.

SUCCESS WITH FLOWER SEEDS. 


Joven the soil is in a proper state, flour seeds may be sown in the open 
; border in the months of April and May. The seeds should be sown as soon 
as the soil becomes dry and easily crumbled, after the spring frosts have disap- 
peared. They may also be sown in prepared beds of light, rich soil, and trans- 
planted into the garden. The former is the more simple method, but not always 
as satisfactory. The better plan is to sow all fine seeds under glass in a green- 
house, hot-bed, or in the house. As to the depth to which seeds should be covered, 
the best general rule is to cover fine seeds very lightly, just enough to protect them 
from the sun; and in extremely dry weather a sprinkling of damp moss is very 
useful. With very fine seeds it is best to sow on the surface, and press them 
slightly into the soil. We are convinced that one of the most frequent causes of 
failure is in sowing the seeds too deep, and seedsmen are unjustly censured, when 
the fault lies with the cultivator. 


For sowing seeds, shallow boxes 2 to 3 inches deep, and covered with a light 
of glass and with open seams at the bottom, so that the water can drain through 
quickly, are best. (These we keep in stock all ready for use.) The best soil is a 
mixture of equal parts of sand, leaf-mold, and light, rich garden loam, which 
should be thoroughly mixed and passed through a coarse sieve; then fill your 
pots, pans, or boxes within half an inch of the rim; press the soil firmly and 
evenly. Ifthe soil is dry it is best to water freely a day or two before sowing the 
seed, to enable the surplus water to drain off. After they are sown cover slightly 
with fine soil; carefully water with a fine rose or spray. When they are designed 
to be grown in the house, the temperature should be as near 60 degrees as possible; 
place them in a light window facing south or east. 

The importance of uniform attention to watering may be best learned by ex- 
perience and observation, but the inexperienced cultivator may be reminded that 
to omit a single watering and allow the young plant-germs from seed to remain in 
a parched state, or a too frequent indiscriminate watering, usually leads to the 
eventual loss of the whole. 

As soon as the plants are large enough to handle, prick them into other boxes 
or pots, placing them about 1 inch apart each way; they must be shaded for a few 
days from the sun, until they are established. When large enough they can be 
potted in small pots, and kept until the proper season for planting in the garden.

The genius is very large, contain- 
ing over 200 species, but we offer here only the choicest double sorts. 
The special attention given of late to the cultivation of the Aster 
has resulted in the production of many truly magnificent varieties. 
Among them we may mention the Victoria, which produces the 
most beautiful and perfectly formed flowers, and is also the best for 
pot culture; the Triumph, deep scarlet, are very effective for bed- 
ding or pot ‘culture. The Truffaut class is remarkable for its large 
incurved flowers and the brightness of the colors. Imbricated Pom- 
pon are very handsome and most suitable for bouquets. In this Jati- 
tude Asters should be sown from the middle of April to the first 
part of May, on a spent hotbed or in pots or shallow boxes in a 
frame or in the house. When an inch high, they should be trans- 
planted into fine soil, spread over a discarded hotbed, whence they 
can be bedded out when three or four inches high. This should be 
done before or during showery weather. Asters do finely sown in 
the open ground from the middle to the last of May. ‘The only ob- 
jection to this mode is their late and short duration of flowering. 
They can also be grown in pots successfully. Use fine and rich 
soil, and keep well watered.

CLEMATIS LANUGINOSA. 


CLEMATISES IN THE GARDEN. 


Clematis Lanuginosa, the subject of the illustration, belongs to the large 
flowering summer and autumn bloomers, and produces its flowers on the current

How To MAKE A LAWN. 


Some previous cultivation, or at least a thorough turning over should be 
given. A clayey loam is the best foundation for a goodlawn. Let the surface be 
graded to the level wanted in all parts and well rolled—a light raking following 
this will prepare for the seed sowing, which should be done as early in the spring 
as the ground can be worked, provided the ground has not already been prepared 
in the fall. The very best time, the ground being in order, is about April 1st. 
Three or four bushels per acre should be sown; the latter amount is best, for the 
young plants are but small, anyway, and if thick, cover the ground better and 
make a smooth and more eventurf. Never sow oats or other grains—you can’t 
assist a weak plant by crowding it witha strong one. Mowing should be done 
at least once a week in favorable growing weather, and even in dry weather it 


should becuttwicea month. Donot allow theclippings to remain on the ground, 


except they are very short. 
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
